JAZZ FESTIVAL PLANNED 
Mansfield University will sponsor its 3rd annual 
Jazz Festival on April 6, 1984 in Butler Center. This 
festival has been very well attended in recent years 
with high school bands coming from New York, and 
ranging from Erie to Allentown and East Stroudsburg 
in Pennsylvania. Adjudicators for the Festival are 
Guitarist Steve Brown, and composer/arranger John 
LeBarbera. Mr. Brown is a Professor of Music at 
Ithaca College in Ithaca, NY, and is a noted jazz 
performer and author of improvisation studies. He 
has performed professionally with such celebrities as 
Merv Griffin, and the N.B.C. Tonight Show Orchestra, 
in addition to being a past member of the National 
Jazz Ensemble under the direction of Chuck Israels. 
Mr. LaBarbera is a very prolific composer, having 
written for most prominent big bands including Bill 
Watrous, Woody Herman, Maynard Ferguson, and 
composed much of the music recorded on three of 
Buddy Rich’s most popular albums. The festival will 
also feature a guest appearance by the Danny 
D’Imperio quintet. Mr. D’Imperio’s group will also be 
conducting clinic sessions in the afternoon. 

JAZZ ENSEMBLE NOTES 
The M.U. Jazz Ensemble will be quite active in 
the coming semester. They will be featured on the 
evening concert of the Jazz Festival on April 6, when 
they will give the premiere performance of a work 
by Bob Washut, Santo Sencillo, which was 
commissioned by the M.U. chapter of Phi Mu Alpha 
Sinfonia. They will also be performing at two Dinner/ 
Dance events. The first at the Elks Club in 
Horseheads, New York on February 11. The other 
event will be in conjunction with the Alumni 
Association, and will be held on campus in Manser 
Hall on April 7th. Both of these appearances are in 
support of the student chapter of the National 
Association of Jazz Educators. The Jazz Ensemble 
will conclude the semester with its Annual Apring 
Concert on Friday, May 4, at 8:00 p.m. in Steadman 
Theatre.

“The Gershwin Years” and “Story of the Battle 
Hymn of the Republic.”

During the last week of March he will attend the 
American Bandmasters Convention in Tempe, 
Arizona (nice timing) and the Eastern Division 
meeting of the College Band Directors National 
Association at the University of Massachusetts. He is 
currently the vice president of the eastern division.

Richard Talbot, Professor of Music will be 
teaching a course in Percussion Pedagogy in England 
this coming summer. This course is part of the 
Pennsylvania Consortium for International Education 
1984 Summer Program at Oxford University. The 
course Mr. Talbot is teaching will concentrate on 
specific teaching technique of Snare Drum, Keyboard 
Percussion, Timpani and Drum Set. All instruments 
will be furnished by the Ludwig Drum Division of the 
Selmer Co. 

The 1984 summer program at Oxford, England, 
provides the participating student an opportunity to 
study at England’s oldest university,founded in 1167. 
Classes, as well as room and board, will be scheduled 
at Mansfield, one of Oxford’s colleges. Room, board, 
transatlantic airfare and one-day weekend trips in 
conjunction with the courses elected by the students 
are all covered by the low program fee of $1000.00. 
Tuition ($200 per 3-credit undergraduate and $260 
per 3-credit graduate course) and weekend meals are 
additional.

DR. HILL PERFORMS 

Dr. Hill had a busy fall, with recitals in Elmira, 
Mansfield, at Colgate University, and in Washington, 
D.C., where he played for A Religious Celebration 
commemorating the 500th anniversary of the birth 
of Martin Luther. The Celebration, held at the 
National Shrine of the Immaculate Conception, was 
carried live via satellite to a nationwide audience and 
was videotaped for further release by Lutheran Film 
Associates. Included in the Celebration were music 
for organ, brass, and choir, and a dramatization of the 
life of Martin Luther. The part of Luther was played 
by TV personality David Soul. In March, Dr. Hill will 
begin a series of twelve recitals devoted to the organ 
works of J.S. Bach. The series will culminate on 
November 3, 1985 with a performance of one of the 
first all-Bach programs ever performed, one conceived 
by Felix Mendelssohn. 

MR. BORSHEIM SETS RECITAL 

David Borshein, professor of horn at MU, will 
present a faculty recital of his own compositions and 
arrangements. Works by Purcell, Handel, Bach and 
Mahler in various combinations of horn and organ, 
brass trio and horn choir will be performed. Featured 
works are DURGA for horn and organ, and 
SHANKARA for brass trio. Both take their 
inspiration from North Indian music and have traits 
derived from the ragas. MU music professors Kent 
Hill, Michael Galloway, Stephen McEuen and horn 
students Linda Bergstrom, Julie Marshall, Paul 
Starrett and Jay Wilson will perform with 
Mr. Borshein. The recital will be on Sunday, 
February 5 in Steadman at 3:00, free to the public. 

DR. GOODE PLANS RECITAL 

Charles Tomlinson Griffes, one of the most 
important American composers of the early 20th 
century, was born in Elmira, New York, in 1884. On 
Monday evening, April 16, 1984, Dr. William M. 
Goode and several pupils and friends will present a 
program in Steadman Theatre honoring Griffes’ 
centenary. Ms. LeAnn Wistrom will perform the 
Poem for Flute and Orchestra, and there will be 
several songs and piano works (including the 
monumental Sonata, his last work) also on the 
program. Miss Wistrom is teaching flute for 
Mr. Monaghan who is on sabbatical this year. 

Arrangements are now being worked out so that 
the program can be repeated at Elmira College, where 
Griffes began his study of music.
